Supply 75 Pct. of Bread 
Products Here — Union 
Calls Shutdown a 
‘Lockout’ After It Pick- 


ets Some Places. 


Thirteen large wholesale bakery 
plants supplying 75 per cent of 
the bread and other bakery prod- 
ucts for the St. Louis area were 
closed today because of a dispute 
with AFL bread wagon drivers 
over a new wage contract. 

Decision to close the plants was 
made after Bakery Drivers’ Local 
611, affiliated with the Teamsters’ 
Joint Council, set up pickets yes- 
terday at General Baking Co., 
1019 North Jefferson avenue; Mid- 
land Bakeries Co., 1206 North 
Kingshighway, and two plants of 
the Hauck’s Yur-Favorit Bakeries, 
1436 O'Fallon street and 2801 
South Seventh street.

Besides the four plants, other 
bakeries shut down today were 
those of Lantz Bros. Baking Co., 
38 North Sarah street; Colonial 
Baking Co., 4410 Gravois avenue;

The main landings were pre- 
ceded by an attack on Wolmi 
island. It was overrun by Marines 
in one hour of fighting. The 
island, powerfully armed, cofh- 
mands the entrance to Inchon 
harbor and forms part of the 
harbor installations. 

Six American destroyers and 
four cruisers—two of them were 
British—hammered the island’s 
defenses for two days before the 
landings.

Mrs. Summers, who was taken

After shooting the two women, 
Johnson went back upstairs and 
shot himself in the heart. He was 
found dead on the rear porch. 

Mrs. Summers, after she was 
shot, ran screaming through a 
hallway to the front of the build- 
ing, and collapsed on the street. 
Her daughter, Bertha Summers, 
who was on her way to school, 
heard her and ran to her side. 

Bertha told the Post-Dispatch 
that Johnson and her mother had 
been arguing “off and on for two 
weeks” over Johnson’s demand 
for more rent for the Summers’s 
flat on the first floor. ‘They ar- 
gued for about an hour last 
night,” she said. The Summers 
pay $25 a month now. 

Johnson’s son, Gabriel. Floyd 
Johnson, said his father, who was 
50 years old, had been in failing 
health. Following the shooting, 
the son found about 15 notes 
Johnson had written, indicating 
he had been despondent and had 
trouble with his tenants. 

Neighbors said Mrs. Hanaseck 
had had no arguments with John- 
son. This led police to believe 
that she was killed by a stray 
bullet. Her body was found in

Gem of Precision. 

The assault on Wolmi was a 
gem of military precision. Massed 
sea and air power backed it. 
Naval gunfire and aerial bombing 
pulverized the beaches as the ma- 
rines came ashore. 

Tanks were in operation in less 
than 15 minutes after the first 
leatherneck crossed the bombed 
beach. 

The Allied striking force was 
the largest assembled since World 
War II. It compared in size with 
the biggest amphibious operation 
in the Pacific—262 ships partici- 
pated in the operation. 

There were 194 American ves- 
sels, 12 British, three Canadian, 
two Australian, two New Zealand, 
one French, one Dutch, 32 Amer- 
ican ships leased to Japan, and 
the remainder were South Ko- 
rean. 

Everything from carriers and 
cruisers to rocket barges, mine 
sweepers and landing craft was

The Wolmi attack was only the 
first stage of the bigger show, 
a preliminary so vital that the 
attack on Inchon could not have 
taken place without it.

trymen said today they saw Com- 
munist soldiers throw two or 
three wounded Americans into a 
roaring bonfire on the night of

One said he watched three 
Americans thrown into the fire 
from his hiding place 200 or 300 
feet from an overrun command 
post just east of the Naktong 
river.

He said he saw 
two men.cast into a heap of blaz- 
ing tents and shelter props. A 
third soldier was carried toward 
the fire, he said, but “I didn’t 
see him thrown into it because 
I didn’t look.” 

The men were Sgt. Lester Mar- 
cum of Vaughns Mill, Ky., and 
Sgt. Max H. Stephan of Route 4, 
Greeley, Colo. 

Their stories tallied, although 
they watched from different po- 
sitions and neither knew the other 


was there. 

Marcum had charge of a 75- 
millimeter recoilless rifle team on 
the extreme left flank of the com- 
mand post when it was overrun. 
He said he lay low and watched 
the enemy soldiers gather the 
blankets, tents and props to make 
a fire. 

“It appeared that gasoline was 
used to make the blaze bigger,” 
he said. “It was a hell of a big 
blaze. The enemy then took up 
the wounded G.I.s who couldn't 
withdraw and threw them into the 
fire. 

“I personally saw them throw 
three American soldiers into the 
fire. I know they were Americans, 
because they were screaming 
‘Don’t do it, don’t do it!’

WITH UNITED STATES 
EIGHTH ARMY IN KOREA, 
Sept. 15 (INS)—News of the Al- 
lied landing at the west coast 
port of Inchon had an electrify- 
ing effect on G.I.s fighting in the 
southeastern corner of the penin- 
sula today. 

News of the landing reached 
the front lines by word of mouth, 
since there was no official an- 
nouncement of the amphibious 
landing up to tonight. 

American officers felt that the 
news was “a shot in the arm” 
for the tired doughboys who have 
been fighting a numerically su- 
perior enemy. 

The Inchon landing was the 
major topic of conversation in 
mess halls and chow lines and 
even among G.Ls munching 
C-rations in foxholes. 

Maj. Robert Lynch, public in- 
formation officer of the Twenty- 
fifth Division, said: 

“The boys now think the war 
will be over right away.” 

Sgt. George Crabtree, St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., remarked: 

“I’ve been waiting for this. I 
bet it will be over soon.”

‘Mighty Mo’ Returns to Action 
By Bombarding Eastern Korea 


TOKYO, Sept. 15 (UP) — The 
battleship Missouri—“the Mighty 
Mo”—went back in action today. 
It turned its nine 16-inch guns, 


twenty 5-inchers and eighty 40- 
millimeter guns on military in- 
stallations at Samchok on the east 
coast of Korea, in a deafening 
bombardment. Samchok is 70 
miles north of Pohang and 38

_ _ TOKYO, Saturday, Sept. 16 (AP)—American Marines and 
infantry stormed ashore at the big Korean port of Inchon 
Friday, 165 miles behind the lmes of the North Korean Com- 
munists, in a bold nutcracker operation intended to crush the 


The Americans knifed quickly eastward toward Seoul, the 
Red-held capital 22 miles inland. 

South Korean Marines landed at the same time at three 
points on Korea’s east coast. These co-ordinated thrusts deep 
in Red territory were the kickoff of the long-awaited United 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur, United Nations commander who 
personally supervised the assault on the west coast, called 
Seoul the key to the wholé enemy machine. — 

‘We are going to try to seize that distribution area,’’ he 
told correspondents aboard ship. 

*“When the enemy is caught between two wings of our 
forces . . . his forces will sooner or later disintegrate and 
cease to be a co-ordinated fighting army.’’ 

The North Korean radio said the Americans already had 
advanced half the distance to Seoul, or 11 miles. There was 
no confirmation. Allied reports said they had driven two 
miles into Inchon in the first smash.

Covered by bombardments from 
British and American warships, 
the Marines landed first—at 6:30 
a.m. Friday (4:30 p.m. Thursday 
St. Louis time). The Navy said 
the Marines suffered only “negli- 
gible losses.” 

Eleven hours later the United 
States Tenth Army Corps went 
ashore, led by tanks. 

Back in Tokyo, the Saturday 
morning Korean war summary 
made no mention of the amphibi- 
ous landings, but detailed mod- 
erate gains for Allied forces on 
the old beachhead perimeter in 
the southeast. 

MacArthur in Launch. 

Gen. MacArthur himself was 
off Inchon, touring the difficult 
mud-flat and seawall landing 
areas in a launch while naval 
gunfire screeched overhead. 

A great force of 262 ships and 
other vessels took part in the 
landing, with an air cover of 350 
planes. 

This was the day of turning 
tide, coming after a series of bit- 
terly-fought Allied withdrawals 
that began with the tank-led 
North Korean assault across the 
thirty-eighth parallel June 25. 

Since the North Korean inva- 
sion, the Allies had been shoved 
southward on the mountainous 
peninsula into a box. beachhead 
on the southeast corner. The 
beachhead had shrunk to an area 
roughly 50 miles wide, by 70 
deep. It was far to the north- 
west of this beachhead that Gen. 
MacArthur was throwing his 
main counterpunch. 

Korean newspapers at Taegu 
reported without any confirma- 
tion that American parachute 
troops had landed at Soeul’s 
Kimpo airfield. No field or head- 
quarters dispatches mentioned 
any such operation.

JOPLIN HAILSTORM 


CAUSES $1,000,000 
DAMAGE TO ROOFS. 


JOPLIN, Mo., Sept. 15 (AP)— 
Joplin was pounded by a terrific 
hailstorm early today which, ac- 
cording to major insurance ad- 
justment companies, caused a 
loss exceeding $1,000,000. 

Representatives of the compa- 
nies estimated that roofs‘of 6500 
to 8000 dwellings were wrecked 
or badly damaged by the jagged 
hailstones which measured up ‘to 
nearly three inches across. 

The hail tasted about 10 min- 
utes and came down in two se- 
vere waves, blanketing the city. 


The heavy stones sounded like a

An even more decisive count, 
321 to 12, overrode the veto of 
the Spanish-American war vet- 
erans’ bill, which the President 
said would “set a most undesir- 
able precedent for the future.” 

In effect, the bill would say 
that any of the estimated 118,000 
living Spanish-American war vet- 
erans who need hospital treat- 
ment on an out-patient (clinic)

‘Disclose Secret H-Bomb Manufacture 


Gas Is Key Explosive — 

Single Gram in River 

’ Could Be Traced to the 
Ocean. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 15 (AP) 
~—Two scientists have discovered: 
in ordinary water the colorless 
gas known as tritium—key explo- 
sive for hydrogen bombs. 

A little tritium already has 
been made in American atomic 
reactors and more is to be pro- 


duced for H-bombs in reactors |. 


still to be built. 

The principal reason for this 
is that although reactor tritium 
today is said to cost a half billion 
dollars a pound—the water ex- 
traction appears to be both less 
productive and more expensive. 

The discovery of tritium in wa- 
ter shows promise of two prac- 
tical uses now. But there is no 
existing equipment for extracting 
tritium from water and such a. 
process is not expected to replace 
the reactor method of manufac- 


ure. 
Possible Uses of Tritium’ 
The first expected use of the 
‘new water tritium is to discover 
the secret manufacture of H- 
bombs. : 
In such work a very small 
amount of tritium spilled in water 
will spread widely and as a re- 
sult of the newly-announced dis-

A single gram—one_ twenty- 
seventh of an ounce—dropped 
into the Amazon river could be 
traced anywhere downstream and 
even far out in the Atlantic ocean. 

The second practical use of the 
new detection method would be 
in tracing ocean currents to the 
bottom of the sea. Surface waters 
are known to contain more tri- 
tium than very deep water. 

The tritium discoverfes—an- 
nounced yesterday at the Temple 
University Research Institute— 
were the work of W. F. Libby of 
the Institute of Nuclear Studies, 
University of Chicago, and A. V. 
Grosse, of the Temple Institute. 

Tritium has been suspected in 
ordinary water for more than 20 
years and has been partly identi- 
fied by means of the spectroscope. 

Tritium is so scarce in nature, 
it was pointed out, it would take 
super-refinement of all the water 
in Lake Michigan to make one 
gram, the quantity in which arti- 
ficial tritium is now sold by the 
Government for atomic research. 

The Libby-Grosse discovery 
was made by using a radio-active 
counter. 

Tritium atoms are radioactive. 
Tests showed that there are one 
to two thousand atoms of tritium 
in every drop of water—the water 
from your tap, the office drinking 
fountain, your bath. 

Several hundred tritium atoms 
explode in the human body every 
minute after being absorbed 
through food and drink. They do 
no harm, however, because it re- 
quires millions of such explosions 
a second to have any effect on hu- 
man tissue. — 

Tritium is a triple weight form 
of hydrogen. There also is a 
double weight hydrogen known as 
deuterium and the H-bomb is to 
be made of a combination of tri- 
tium and deuterium. 


Formed By Cosmic Rays. 

Natural tritium is formed in 
the air by cosmic rays setting 
loose showers of neutrons which 
hit nitrogen atoms and convert 
them into tritium. 

Near the surface of the earth, 
neutrons from splitting uranium 
atoms create similar tritum but 
the aerial production is far 
greater. The tritium formed in the 
air settles down and eventually 
falls in rain. 

The two scientists in their tests 
used heavy water—made by run- 
ning an electric current through 
ordinary water over and over 
again until it was made up mostly 
of double and triple-weight hydro. 
gen. 


They used samples from three 
different sources, two of them

General Hopes to Take Advantage of Mistake 
With Amphibious Landings—Also Believes 
Foe Overestimated Allies.

President of the United Press. 
KOREA, Sept. 15 (UP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur is known to 
believe that the enemy has made 
a fundamental mistake in extend- 
ing his supply lines in Korea un- 
til they are dangerously thin and 


ofthis he intends to take full ad- 
vantage. Hence the amphibious 
landings in Korea. 

Gen. MacArthur’s judgment is 
that the enemy made two big 


mistakes. At first he permitted 
himself to suffer delays because 
of a lack of knowledge of the 
actual American and South Ko- 
rean strength. 

When confronted by small 
forces of Americans in the early 
days of the war, he hesitated and 
spread out in a wide front where- 
as a column of tanks followed by 
trucks carrying infantry could in 
the first few days have pierced 
directly through to Pusan. The 
small forces we were able to put 
in so quickly provided the neces- 
sary holding action which cost 
the enemy his plan of quick oc- 
cupation of Southern Korea. This 
was his first mistake. 

His second was in extending 
his supply lines to their present 
attenuated length. 

General Full of Gusto. 

Gen. MacArthur appears just 
as full of gusto and invigorating 
drive as he was in 1945 at the 
crest of victory. Now five years 
later with another war on his 
hands which he has gone into the 


rear areas. A simple agrarian with 
a burp gun can be a dangerous 
animal, as the _ bullet-riddled | 
bodies of Americans make mani- 


fest. 
Elements of the Alamo. 
One of our own Generals in the | 
field said he himself was sur- : 
prised at the formidable charac- | 
ter of the Communist attack.

The major United Nations

wars. 

One of the important develop- 
ments in this postwar era has 
been world Communism’s loss of 
faith in the election box. It has 
discovered that Communism can 
win only by overpowering major- 
ities with force. It has never won 
a country through the ballot. 


Three-Month Session. 

All of the world’s trouble areas 
will be spotlighted in the meet- 
ing that will run for three months 
before a Christmas adjournment. 
A special session early in 1951 
appears certain. 

On the docket are 73 items for 
decision, including the Korean 
situation which finds U.N. forces 
fighting their first action to stop 
aggression. 

The question of whether the 
majority of nations will subscribe 
to the United States theory of 
collective defense or whether they 
will withdraw into an isolationism 
that would permit Communist vic- 
tories around the world is com- 
plex and filled with danger. 

The United States probably will 
have little trouble winning sup- 
port to stop the aggression of one 
country against another. 

Should Bulgarian and Roma- 
nian Communists attack Greece or 
should the Soviet Union seek to 
overrun Iran, world sentiment un- 
doubtedly would demand collec- 
— aid for the victim of aggres- 
sion. 

That is why many believe Rus- 
sia will carefully avoid this type 
of war. 

Internal Uprisings Different. 


Much less support can be 
aroused for domestic anti-Com- 
munist struggle. That is why the 
U.N. has never moved to help the 
governments of the Philippines, 
Indochina or even of China beat 
back Communist forces. 

Many countries see this type of 
was as a “domestic situation” 
and that is exactly what the 
Kremlin wants. It wants a dozen 
or more of such “domestic situ- 
ations.”

Britain’s Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin and France’s Foreign 
Minister Robert Schuman plan to 
remain over from Big Three 
meetings this week in New York 
to attend the opening sessions. 
So do foreign ministers of the 
other North Atlantic pact na- 
tions, in New York for confer- 
ences. 

Many of their decisions may 
be reflected in the opening 
policy speeches at the Assembly, 
providing signposts to such ques- 
‘tions as the fate of Formosa. 

Vishinsky is en route to head 
Russia’s delegation. Nationalist 
China is sending its Foreign Min- 
ister George Yeh. 

Most countries send their top 
statesmen for the opening meet- 
ings, then leave the permanent 
delegates and their advisers to 
fight the committee and plenary 
session battles. 

For the first time in history, 
the Assembly will open with a 
moment of silent, personal prayer 
or meditation just after Carlos 
P. Romulo, Philippines Foreign 
Minister and retiring president, 
bangs down the gavel. 

The fifth session probably ‘will 


-be the last in the Assembly room 


here on the site of the 1939-40 
New York World’s Fair some 12 
miles southwest of the Lake Suc- 
cess headquarters. 

While the new $65,000,000 
building on Forty-second street 
and the East river will be oc- 
cupied in January, the new Gen- 
eral Assembly hall will not be 
completed until 1952. The 1951

Truman declined to say yester- 
day whether the United States

Question of U.S. Troops. 

After Truman had read this 
statement, a reporter wanted to 
know if rearming Japan would be 
discussed. The President replied 
that the whole matter would be 
taken up by the countries con- 
cerned.

It repeats the error that has 
reduced to the danger point the store 
of trust and good will which Asiatics 
nd Africans have for us. 

To the Negro the picture is clear: 
The white man, having all the votes on 
the school board, lets the only Negro 
school in town deteriorate, at the same 
time setting up a modern school out- 
side the city limits. 

The Negroes were expected to find 

it convenient to move out of town to 
the new location. Some held firm. The 
‘board let the schvol die. 
’ To the Negro, this is double segrega- 
tion—this is being classified as a sec- 
ond-class citizen—this is being squeezed 
into a ghetto, as were the Jews-in Nazi 
Germany. 

We're proud of the words of our Dec- 
laration of Independence: “We hold 
these truths to be self-evident, that all 
men are created equal... .” Do the 
members of the school board and the 
school superintenient believe this? 

Was Booker maintained equal to Till- 
man or Osage or Hough or Pitman, or 
even one third as well? As a white per- 
son, I would like an answer, from the 
board. 

Do the members of the school board 
and the school superintendent really 
believe that the colored man likes to 
be pushed out of town? Do they have 
no concern for the feeling of inferiority 
given to that little colored boy or girl, 
or the feeling of snobbishness that may 

develop in the white child? I'd like an 
answer to this question. 

Do the members of the school board 
and the school superintendent believe 
that when property rights come smack 
up against human rights, human rights 
should give way? If so, I'd like them 
to say so publicly. 

The people of Kirkwood have a 
healthy regard for the American tradi- 
tion of freedom, equality. and justice. 
They are willing to ‘see the Negro get 
a fair shake.

The whole ease for increased transit fares in 
St. Louis has reached:a state of ridiculous con- 
fusion, and surely one of the most confused 
persons involved is Joseph M. Darst. 

The Mayor revoked his bargain with the Pub- 
lie Service Co. for higher fares, he says, because 
the bus and streetcar employes rejected a new 
contract proposal. A labor settlement was part 
of the bargain. 

Certainly the union’s action embarrassed the 
agreement between the company and Mayor for 
higher fares. But Mayor Darst already was 
sufficiently embarrassed by widespread ques- 
tioning of his agreement, and his excuse for 
dropping it could have been more frank. 

The Mayor might have admitted, for example, 
that the company never made a clear case for a 
3-cent fare increase or for additional zone fares. 
Mayor Darst might have stated that he never 
should have conceded this shot in the dark. 

Aside from the Mayor’s swift change of mind, 
the Public Service Co. has added to the general 
confusion by offering to accept either the bar- 
gain with Darst or the terms of its original 
“emergency” application filed Aug. 10. The 
Missouri Public Service Commission must find 
out just what the emergency is. 

From the first, the company contended that it 
needed more revenue to meet a possible wage 
increase. At the time, though, there was no 
agreement on any wage increase. In fact, only 
a few days before it appealed for more revenue, 
the company summarily rejected a wage rise 
recommended by a state mediation panel. 

This situation is bound to be as perplexing 
to the Public Service Commission's utility ex- 
perts as it is to those who ride streetcars, or to 
Mayor Darst. Before the latest hearing on 
higher fares began, Commission Chairman Mor- 
ris E. Osburn said: “The commission cannot de- 
termine what revenue any utility is entitled to 
receive until the commission knows what its 
operating expenses will be.” 

Still the company persists in demanding 
higher fares, plus the right to balkanize met~o- 
politan transit through zone fares, without any 
concrete idea as to what its operating expenses 
will be. The company cannot evey estimate its 
future labor costs until it signs a new contract. 

To clarify the case, and simply to put first 
things first, the Public Service Co. ought to 
‘strive to settle its dispute with its employes. 
It should do so on the basis of the recommenda- 
tions of the public panel which operated under 
the King-Thompson law. 

A contract settlement would bring the St. 
Louis transit system out from under state 
seizure, and it would provide essential informa- 
tion as to what the cost might. be. Only then 
could the Public Service Co. begin to prove a 
case for such drastic fare increases as it now 
seeks. 
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Good Trains for Troops 

One of our readers, John Glynn, a veteran 
of World War II, who has been reading about 
the troop train wreck in Ohio last Monday, 
sends us a telegram urging that new rather than 
obsolete equipment be used for troop trains. 
This is an excellent suggestion in itself, but so 
far as we know it has no application to Monday's 
wreck. 

There has been no evidence that the wreck 
was caused by the age of the equipment. In- 
stead, two other factors contributed to bringing 
about disaster. The first was that the engineer, 
William E. Eller, on the Spirit of St. Louis, 
which rammed the troop train, violated regula- 
tions by not slowing down at a slow-down tight 
and then running past a stop light before apply- 
ing his emergency brakes. 

The second factor was that the stalled troop 
train lacked a means of communication such as 
train radio for warning the oncoming Spirit of 
St. Louis instantly of its predicament and for 
making certain that the crew of that train un- 
derstood that danger lay ahead—and understood 
exactly where it lay ahead. . 

In another instance over-age equipment could 
contribute to the disastrous effects of a train 
wreck. Use of wooden instead of steel coaches, 
for instance, would be exceedingly hazardous in 
this day and age. We hope that equipment will 
be plentiful enough (it was quite short in the 


last war) and that the railroads will be dili; © 


gent enough to avert any accident involving ob- 
solete equipment, as does Mr. Glynn. 
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Right Kind of Choice 


The council of University City acted in full 
accord with the spirit and plan of the city 
manager system when it appointed Elder Gunter 
to its chief municipal office. 

Mr. Gunter, who will assume his new duties 
Oct. 10, is now City Manager of Junction City, 
Kan. Before that he was City Manager of 
Newton, Kan. His appointment to University 
City is a professional promotion just as it was 
a promotion for him to go from Newton to 
Junction City. 

If he also succeeds at University City, he will 
in time be called to some larger community. He 
will, in short, follow the professional career 
upward of Thomas F. Maxwell, who went from 
University City to Columbia, S. C., and hun- 
dreds of other professional city managers. 

These changes in municipal administrators 
from time to time are not bad. On the contrary, 
they are evidence that the city manager system 
is working. They prove that efficient, economi- 
cal conduct of city affairs in one community is 
noticed and appreciated by another. 

The St. Louis area hopes that Mr. Gunter 
gives University City so fine an administration 
that in a half dozen years or so he will be called 
to séme larger community to apply his skills and 
talents there. 
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The Ins and Outs of Cars 


People don't get in and out of automobiles 
properly, according to a posture expert, Dr. J. 
R. Garner of Atlanta, Dr. Garner has gone into 
this subject in a way that is absolutely correct, 
posture and all, as far as we are concerned. It 
has long been our observation that there is 
only one thing people get in and out of more 
clumsily than automobiles, and that is their 
row of seats at the theater. 

People of middie years are likely to make a 
mess of getting into a car because they are 
prone to tell the people already inside not to 
mind, that they will make it all right. All too 
often they do not make it all right. People of 
advancing age and weight are apt to catch hold 
with both hands and drag themselves in as if 
they were chinning a horizontal bar, grasping, 
in the process, at anything that will serve their 


purpose—the side of a door, the back of a seat, 


or virtually anywhere on a fellow-passenger. 
Very young people, on the other hand, tend 
to want to slide in over the front seat or 
through the window. Getting out again presents 
similar problems for all age groups, and posture

In entering or leaving a car, 
may he never knock off his hat or drop all his 
bundles. 
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Big .News From Korea 


The latest news from Korea is as daring and 
exciting as it is hopeful. After 12 weeks of 
defensive fighting, the United States and as- 
sociated U.N. forces are on the offensive through 
surprise landings far up the peninsula. This 
could be the turning point in the war started 
by the North Korean Communists. Certainly, 
the fighting now enters a new phase which 
presents an entirely different set of circum- 
stances from now on. 

Landings on the west side, at Inchon, port 
for Seoul, were remarkably successful. Within 
a short time Army and Marine forces were re- 
ported to be well on the way to the former 
South Korean capital, which fell in the early 
days of the Red invasion. Across the peninsula, 
on the east coast, other landings occurred above 
Pohang, scene of bitter land fighting last month. 

If these new beachheads can be sustained and 
built up and then extended toward each other 
in the center of the peninsula, the North Korean 
forces will be cut off from their supply centers 
north of the thirty-eighth parallel. It could 
lead to a gigantic entrapment, with the Red 
forces down in the bag and surrounded vir- 
tually on gill sides. 

Missourians will be happy to know that the 
great naval vessel named for their state is in 
the action on the east coast. The Mighty Mo’s 
first mission was to bombard the port of Sam- 
chok, 70 miles north of Pohang. Indeed, before 
the landings occurred and while they were in 
process the Navy and the Air Force prepared 
the way by terrific bombings and shellings. 
These operations show all branches of the 
armed services working together in closely- 
timed harmony. 

An offensive has been expected and Gen. 
Walker’s recent predictions are now fulfilled. 
But they come not down on the beachhead, 
where the invaders are dug in, but far up the 
peninsula, where defense will be less easy. Time 
will tell how the strategy works. It is enough 
for the first hours to say that freedom-loving 
peoples everywhere are cheered to know that 
the offensive against the aggressors is boldly 
under way. 
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“We Must Not Be Swept Away” 


The Senate got itself mightily entangled in its 
struggle over subversive activities legislation. 
At one stage the Mundt-Ferguson crowd was 
declaiming against the Kilgore substitute, which 
provided for detention of Communists in event 
of war or emergency, on the ground that this 
represented a flagrant violation of civil liber- 
ties. At thewame time, the backers of the Kil- 
gore bill argued against the Mundt-Ferguson 
recipe for registration of Communists and Com- 
munist-fronts on the ground that this would 
imperil the Bill of Rights. 

To complete the picture, the Senate wound 
up with a bill which incorporated both registra- 
tion and detention provisions—and both factions, 
with the exception of seven brave dissidents, 
then turned around to support it. Thus each 
faction is guilty of voting for legislation which 
by its own account endangers the cause of civil 
liberty. 

We hope President Truman, when the bill 
reaches his desk, will be able to take a more 
coherent course. We recommend to his atten- 
tion his message of Aug. 8, in which he said: 

Extreme and arbitrary security measures 
strike at the very heart of our free society. 

. . « We must be eternally vigilant against 

those who would undermine freedom in the 

name of security... . 

Open and public democratic processes pro- — 
vide the most effective way to prevent Com- 
munists from dominating the activities and 
policies of private groups... . : 

We already have tested legal defenses 
against treason, espionage, sabotage and 
other acts looking toward the overthrow of 
our Government by force.... | 

_Laws which would seriously damage the 
right of free speech and which could be 
used not only against subversive groups but 
against other groups engaged in political or 
other activities which were not generally 
popular ... would not only infringe on the 
Bill of Rights and the basic liberties of our 
people; they would also undermine the very 
internal security they seek to protect.... 

We must not be swept away by a wave of 

hysteria. ... . 

If President Truman measures the Senate bill 
against that message, he cannot avoid the veto 
which it deserves. 
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Taft Criticizes Marshall 


Senator Taft is the best-known member of 
Congress to oppose the choice of George C. 
Marshall as Secretary of Defense. Had the Ohio 
Republican chosen to criticize the selection on 
the grounds of departure from civilian control 
of defense forces in the Cabinet, he would have 
made a point worth hearing. But he chose to 
speak out against the Marshall record in the 
office of Secretary of State. 

According to the Associated Press, Senator 
Taft alleged favoritism of Gen. Marshall to the 
Chinese Communists. Can it be that the Sena- 
tor thinks criticism so pointless and empty will 
win him votes in his race for re-election in Ohio? 
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Gov. Gruening to Senator Schoeppel 

Ordifarily a territorial governor is careful 
about how he talks to Senators, who must con- 
firm his appointment and help to oversee his 
government. But Gov. Gruening had no reason 
to be cautious in his reply to Senator Schoeppel, 
the Kansas copy of McCarthy. 

The Senator had coupled an unfounded at- 
tack on Secretary of Interior Chapman with an 
equally careless broadside against statehood for 
Alaska, its officials and, by implication, its 126,- 
000 residents. Mr. Schoeppel charged that 
“American quislings’ might come<to power 
there. 

Any such broad generality about traitors 
among the officials of a major territory, or any 
implication that the citizens would permit 
traitors to rise.to power, is too ridiculous for 
lengthy reply. Gov. Gruening merely said that 
the charge was “one of the greatest collections 
of mis-statements” he had heard from Congress. 

But the Governor also noted that if the Sena- 
tor were correct in calling Alaska an ‘Achilles’ 
heel,” this was because Congress had not sup- 
plied the region with adequate defenses. Alas- 
ka’s population has increased 75 per cent in 10 
years, and with it the need for strong military 
protection. In fact, the strategic importance of 
Alaska is a compelling argument for statehood. 

Senator Schoeppel'’s irresponsible remarks 
got the reply they deserved, and Gov. Gruening 
set an example for any official who might be 
smeared through the misuse of congressional 
immunity.

The Rising Cost of War 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


History shows expense of war has constantly risen with more and 
more specialization; inflation and improved weapons have increased 
military prices just since World War II; rifle that cost $31 now 
costs $64; new defense plans leave no excuse for extravagance.

Many persons wonder why, in an age of 
bazookas with new ammunition that makes 
mincemeat of tanks, so many men are 
needed and the cost of war is so high, 
The answer is that as the armed forces 
have developed new and refined weapons, 
they have become highly specialized. 


Instead of the old masses of infantry, 
relatively fewer soldiers are required ac- 
tually to man weapons (though the con- 
tinuing importance of the foot soldier has 
been demonstrated in Korea). Vast crews 


. are required behind the lines, however, 


for supply and to keep equipment in or- 
der—for example, highly trained tank and 
electronic repairmen. 


Thus, while the percentage of casual- 
ties has steadly gone down (in Caesar's 
time there were as many as 80 per cent 
casualties in any given engagement), the 
number of men involved—and the cost— 
has constantly risen with more and more 
specialization. 

The general rise and the price level and 
improved pay and allowances for members 
of the armed forces have, of course, com- 
bined with improved and more elaborate 
equipment to boost the cost of war. For 
example, in 1935 the average yearly cost 
of maintaining an individual soldier out- 
side combat (pay, food, clothing, etc.) was 
$960; just before the Korean invasion it 
was $2640.

In light of these figures it is easier to 
understand why an appropriation of $444.,- 
000,000 sustained an army of 188,000 men 
in 1939, whereas $4,000,000,000 was needed 
for an army of 592,000 before Korea.

Mathematics Not for the Millions 
From The New York Times 


The first international congress of math- 
ematicians in the postwar era has been 
meeting at Harvard University. Scholars 


- from many lands, with the conspicuous and 


regrettable exception of the Soviet Union, 
came together to engage in an exchange 
of ideas which should stimulate progress. 

With few exceptions the papers pre- 
sented at Harvard were incomprehensible 
to laymen. This situation, though under- 
standable, is unfortunate. It has led to a 
frequent underestimation of the impor- 
tance of mathematics and, until recently, 
to inadequate support of mathematical re- 
search. 


Yet those familiar with the progress of 
science know that the enormous strides 
made there would have been impossible 
without the prior advances in mathematics. 
Einstein’s theory of relativity, to cite one 
example, would have been impossible with- 
out the non-Euclidean geemetries of Bolyai, 
Lobachevsky and Riemann or the tensor 
calculus of Levi-Civita. 

This country has produced many able 
mathematicians and a few of the first rank. 
Yet our resources in this vital area of 


knowledge would be far less adequate than 
they are if we were not so fortunate as 
to have available here many outstanding 
scholars who were born and ‘trained abroad 
before coming here, often to escape the 
political and religious persecution initiated 
by Hitler. 

Men like John von Neuman, Richard 
Courant, and Abraham Wald are now con- 
tributing fruitfully to many fieids of mili- 
tary and civilian endeavor while they 
train the future generation of American 
mathematicians. Here, as in so many oth- 
er fields, this country’s willingness to pro- 
vide a haven for the victims of the twen- 
tieth century recrudescence of medieval 
barbarism has paid rich dividends. 

It is good that this country’s standing 
in the mathematical world is sufficiently 
high to merit its selection as the site for 
the recent international congress. We 
shall maintain or improve that standing, 
however, only by appreciating properly the 
importance of mathematics and providing 
those engaged in it with the material sup- 
port they require. The cost is most mod- 
est and the returns of incalculable worth.

Between Book Ends 


Novel of the Labor Struggle 


GLEN OWEN, by Ben Ames Williams. (Houghton 

Mifflin Co., 629 pgs., $3.75.) 

Mr. Williams’ novel describes with fidel- 
ity to the history of the period, the rise 
of the United Mine Workers in the '90s 
out of the disintegration of the Knights 
of Labor. Owen Glen, a coal miner in 
his early ‘teens, was a man in the mak- 
ing and Hardistan, a small coal town in 
Southern Ohio, was in microcosm a na- 
tion—more specifically the United States 
—in the making. For, as Mr. Williams 
feels about it and as he would have others 
feel about it, the nation was young when 
Owen Glen was young and it was the des- 
tiny of each to attain maturity through 
struggle. Incidentally it was » destiny 
of organized labor to attain fhe same 
end by the same means. Owen Glen in 
the ‘90s was typical of a million other 
boys and Hardistan was typical of a thou- 
sand other small towns. The emergence 
of each is the theme of this book. 

Owen was the son of a coal miner, Tom 
Glen, faithful to the Knights of Labor though

fealty was the 
United Mir Vork- 
ers who were sup- 
planting the Knights. 
There was conflict 
between them, 
though deep-down af- 
fection abided. 
Standing steadfastly 
hetween them was 
the wife and moth- 
er, loyal to Tom but 
protective toward 
Owen. That valliant 
woman, unwhipped 
by hard times, al- 
wavs saying “We'l! get along,” understood 
both of them. “Fathers and sons,” she . 
said, “always do fuss at each other. You'll 
see the same thing in roosters, and rams, 
and bulls, and all the animals, and that 
means men! The big ll butts the lit- 
tle ohe, son or no son; and the little one 
keeps out of the way till he’s big enough 
to butt his pa!” 

The strife between father and son was 
typical of the greater conflict between the 
old and the new in the industrial world, 
culminating in the downfall of Tom Glen 
and the Knights of Labor and the climb 
to power of Owen Glen and the United 
Mine Workers. 

Owen rose high in the ranks of the 
union in spite of a certain nobility that 
enabled him to see both sides and on oc- 
casion recognize the rights of the opera- 
tors, in contrast to the attitude of most 
labor leaders. In this he was typical of 
the underlying tolerance that has, in spite 
of surface conflict, built a nation out of 
small towns like Hardistan. 

The over-all, abundantly detailed life of 
the small town and the mines is authentic, 
down to what goes on in the print shop 
of “BB” Beacham, small town editor and 
Owen's mentor, identified by the author 
as a real person that he has known. It is 
from the columns of the Journal that Mr. 
Williams has filched the “additional lo- 
cals,” lavishly spread through the book 
to date it and enrich it with the flavor 
of the period.

Light Improbabilities 
Melody by Elswyth Thane (Duell, Sloan & Pearce,

tained at Bridges’ direction are 
reported to have been paid more 
than $100,000. Burke was then 
devoting most of his time to his 
duties as general counsel.

A budget of $4,750,000, largest 
in the history of the Lutheran

In the matter of “who was the 
best paid ball player of all time, 
salaries are not at all what they 
seem. 


At least that’s the way we 
felt about it after looking over 
a graph bearing on the subject 
and sent to this column by Tom 
Manchester of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers. ... 
Pictorially it conveys this story: 

Babe Ruth, in his 1931 hey- 
dey, was paid the highest con- 
tract salary known up to that 
time—$80,000 a year. ... But 
Ted Williams this year is re- 
ported to have signed a salary 
contract for $123,000. ... That 
seems to settle the question as 
to who was the top-pay base- 
ball man in favor of Williams. 
. . - But whoa! Have another 
look at the graph. 

Then you'll note that, after 
taxes for the respective years 
1931 and 1950 were handed ever 
te Uncle Sam, their net take- 
home pay was: Ruth $68,535, 
Williams $62,028! ... Ruth 
forges te the front, despite the 
contract dollar difference. 


But the graph still is not 


. through with that salary hot po- 


tato. ... It points out that in- 
flation has shrunk the buying 
power of the dollar to a point 
where Williams’s take-home pay 
will actually buy only 57 per 
cent as much goods at present 
day prices as Ruth’s net pay 
would in 1931! 

It all works out to this: “If 
Williams were to have as much 
buying power in 1950 as Ruth 
had in 1931 he would have to 
be paid $327,451”—+so the graph 
says. 

And that leaves Ruth still the 
best paid baseball player of all 
time. . . . How those figures 
(salary) do lie!

IMARSHALL-JOHNSON

Truman’s turning to Marshall, 
whom he venerates, was almost 
instinctive in this situation. Mar- 
shall came privately to the White 
House toward the middle of last 
week, and was then reluctantly 
persuaded by the President to 
take the defense post. Johnson’s 
suggestion 6f Marshall as a suc- 
cessor, contained in his letter to 
Truman, was of course merely an 
agreed device for putting as good 
a face as possible on what Tru- 
man called “terribly regrettable 
circumstances.” 

So much for the past. As for 
the future, certain conclusions are 
obvious. One is that Dean Ache- 
son will be Secretary of State 
for as long as he wishes to re- 
main. Another is that the Mac- 
Arthur-Johnson policy for the Far 
East, which involved making For- 
mosa a permanent American base, 
is dead so far as this Adminis- 
tration is concerned. And another 
is that the assumption that war 
is inevitable, or that a preventive 
war is desirable, will play no part 
in the Truman Administration's 
policy-making. 

Finally, there is another fact 
which the shadow cast by Louis 
Johnson has hitherto obscured. 
This is that on the military and 
foreign policy front a remarkably 
strong team has been a-building. 
In the White House itself, Tru- 
man now was two extremely ca- 
pable advisers, W. Averell Har- 
riman an@ Sidney Souers of St. 
Louis, both of whom are trusted 
implicitly not only by Truman 
but by the State Department and 
throughout the Administration. 

In the vital intelligence field, 
the very able Gen. Bedell Smith 
will soon take over as C. I. 
chief. In the Pentagon, PF an 
of the Air Force Thomas Finlet- 
ter and Secretary of the Army 
Frank Pace have already regis- 
tered real successes, and in Un- 
der Secretary John McCone, Fin- 
letter has a particularly able dep- 
uty. Stuart Symington of St. Louis 
is well qualified to run the de- 
fense effort on the home front, 
particularly in his almost magical 
ability to deal with a recalcitrant | 
Congress. 

Finally, it is highly probable 
that Marshall will ask Robert A. 
Lovett to become his Under Sec- 
retary of Defense—Lovett may 
already have been appointed when 
these words appear in print.

Combat troops in the ETO had 
a gag about Division doughboys 
and when they said Division they 
made it sound like Atlantic City. 
They haven't got to any division 
command posts yet, but you were 
at one when they had pickets pro- 
tecting the chow line because 
they thought someone had thrown 
a grenade. 

It was probably ours and a sol- 
dier evidently pulled the pin and 
didn’t want to admit it. They 
weren't sure and it only goes to 
show you what kind of a war it is.

They shoot up regimental CPs 
frequently and they infiltrate as 
far back as the artillery with ma- 
chine guns. It's improving but 
ony last week far behind the lines 
a jeep load of correspondents 
was ambushed and two of them 
were hit. You don’t travel at 
night unless you have to and 
when you do you try to catch a 
convoy and go with it. 

Much of the despair is out of 
the soldiers now, but they still 
don’t make it a cinch and they 
want to know-every time you go 
up where the National Guard 
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divisions are and when they’re 
coming. We're a big country and 
they still can’t understand it. 
What hurts them most is when 
they read that a political reason 
is why we're caught short, or an 
economic one stops Congress 
from giving them what they need. 
You can give them a hundred 
valid excuses but if they’re the 
truth they refuse to accept them. 
They do what they’re told even 
when it seems pointless. They 
have no choice and what they do 
we feel is glorious. But while 
they're doing it they’re suffering 
and not from physical pain alone. 
It seems natural for them to feel 
betrayed when they find that 
even the course of a war is some- 
times governed by politics.

FIRST OF ALL, there is no such person as an illegitimate 
child.

His parents may have violated the moral or legal code, and 
therefore may deserve some such word of censure, but the child 
had no voice in the matter of his conception, so does not merit 
such an adjective. 

As for the devotion of this boy to his foster father, it 
lustrates the essential fact that the true father-son relation- 
ship is surely a psychological or spiritual bond, anyway. 
Physical or genetic relationship doesn't necessarily bind people 
togéther at all. Two brothers, for example, are more closely 
related by blood than are father and son, yet they may hate 
each other as Cain hated Abel. 

A man can go to an orphans’ home and deliberately select 
his son, for whom he can develop all the love and admiration 
which he could possibly hold for a flesh-and-blood offspring. 
And the foster son will be his pride and joy all his life—pro- 
vided the foster parents teach him properly! There is no such 
thing as inherited criminality. We know positively that chil- 
dren are NEVER “born criminals.” 
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IN CASES LIKE THIS one today, as well as when people 
formally adopt youngsters, it is well to give the child the facts 
before he enters kindergarten, for somebody is almost inev- 
itably going to taunt him with his background. ~ 

But give him the facts in such a way that he can feel 
superior instead of inferior, thus turning the tables on his 
tormentors. Teil an adopted child for example, that you chose 
him deliberately because he was a good child and you loved 
him. In other words, you picked him intentionally, whereas the 
parents of other children must take what comes, with no 
ability to choose.

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Machine That May Measure Anxieties 


Washington U. Scientists Developing Gadget for Air Force to See How Personnel Will Stand Stress

CIENCE is getting ready to 

measure your anxieties. The 

day may not be far off when 
your frustrations will be exposed 
to a fcolproof radio-sized gadget 
with a dial that tells, in 10 min- 
utes and without your assistance, 
whether you're fit to be a pilot, 
spy or stock broker or whether 
you had better be bundled off to 
a booby hatch before your ten- 
sions blow you up.

meter” being developed for the 
Air Force by the department of 
neuropsychiatry at Washington 
University Medical School.

and as long as the procedure is 
still in the initial experimental 
stage it takes 45 minutes or more 
to make one worth-while record. 
Besides, I asked them to forget 
about the electric shocks which 
are sometimes administered to 
subjects to make certain that 
they’re really anxious. The set-up 
looks enough like an_ electric 
chair without the additional re- 
minder. 


The story of this forthcoming 
refinement for push-button classi- 
tication of human beings goes 
back about a year and a half to a 
conference at the Air Force's 
School of Aviation Medicine at 
Randolph Field, Tex. Amecng 
those present was Dr. Robert I. 
Watson, assistant dean and asso- 
ciate professor of medical psy- 
chology at Washington University 
and a civilian consultant for the 
surgeon general of the Air Force. 
Somebody casually dropped into 
the ccnversation that it would be 
useful to rig up some new 
“anxiety instigators” to see how 
recruits and other personnel 
would stand up under them. The 
aim, of course, was to screen out 
those who couldn't take the strain 
of flying. e 

“Anxiety,” explains Dr. Edwin 
F, Gildea, chairman of Washing- 
ton University’s department of 
neuropsychiatry, “is the feeling 
that pecple get that something 
dreadful is going to happen to 
them—and they don’t know why. 
Like people who can’t walk across 
bridges.”

R. WATSON elaborates: “It’s 
that awful feeling for inade- 
quate reason. For instance, if 
you're called by the draft board 
for a physical you’d have a right 
to feel anxious—but not to the 
point where you'd be scared stiff.” 

People with low anxiety resist- 
ance frequently have clammy 
hands and possibly some tremors. 
But mostly they are just possessed 
of a vague feeling of being lost in 
an alien world. The condition is 
often curable by psychotherapy, 
but may drive a person to suicide 
in extreme cases. 

Air Ferce and civilian medical 
men have entire batteries of 
pretty efficient tests to weed out 
such persons from throngs of ap- 
plicants for jobs requiring a high 
degree of emotional _ stability. 
There are three things wrong 
with these tests: 


First, they take a lot of time, 
and in the event of all-out war 
and a rapid expansion of flight 
personnel the Air Force needs 
every minute it can get. 

Second, they require adminis- 
tratiqn and interpretation by 
psychiatrists, and psychiatrists are 
in short supply in the best of 
times. 


Third, they require the subject’s 
co-operation in answering ques- 
tions and can therefore be sabo- 
taged and faked. 

The need, then, was for a me- 
chanical testing tool simple 
enough to be operated by a tech- 
nician, perhaps right in the re- 
cruiting for employment office, yet 
efficient enough to show whether 
men “could take it.” Ultimately 
such a device could come in 
handy for the submarine service, 
paratroops, agents for intelligence 
outfits such as the Office of 
Strategic Services in World War 
II, and for such nerve-wracking 
civilian pursuits as diving, rail- 
road dispatching, construction 
work at high altitudes, union- 
management contract negotiating, 
and—who knows—maybe even 
newspaper reporting.

Gildea that the Air Force people 
had talked of anxiety instigators

Dr. George A. Ulett was working 
on something right up that alley. 

Dr. Ulett is quite a _ fellow. 
While in college and medical 
school, he and his brother set up 
a system of filling stations and 
ran them at a tidy profit. The 
doctor has both a medical degree 
and a ph.d. in anatomy. At 32, 
he is an ex-medical officer in the 
Air Force, researcher at Washing- 
ton University and something of 
an expert magician. In his base- 
ment he has a stage where his 
fellow-psychiatrists like to gather 
to be baffled by his tricks. His 
wife, Pearl, also has a doctor of 
medicine degree bug is staying 
at home these days raising their 
two children. 

Dr. Ulett had been working on 
a piece of purely theoretical re- 
search—or so he thought. He 
had been studying the effect of 
brain waves in  psychoneurotic 
patients to the light flickers pro- 
duced by an apparatus known as 
electro-encephalograph, or EEG 
for short. The EEG test has long 
been used to detect epilepsy and 
also has been applied to trace 
the location of brain tumors. 
Quite by accident, Dr. Ulett found 
that when the severe light flickers 
of the EEG test were applied to 
the brain waves of his patients 
anxiety symptoms resulted. 

The actual testing of patients 
began last January. By June, the 
Air Force was sufficiently im- 
pressed with initial results to 
appropriate $31,000 for further 
testing. By next June, if all goes 
well, some 500 tests will have 
been made. If present hopes are 
substantiated, further experiments 
will be made at Randolph Field 
and thought will be given toward 
reducing the huge bulk of equip- 
ment now needed. 

When I called at the EEG lab- 
oratory to have my _ anxieties 
tested I was faced with two 
rooms cluttered with a bewilder- 
ing array of equipment, Miss 
Rosemary Baessler, the _ tech- 
nician, had me sit down in a com- 
fortable dentist-type chair. Over 
my head hung a lamp from which 
dangled eight wires ending in 
sharply pointed electrodes not un- 
like victrola needles. Miss Baess- 
ler said she was going to punch 
them in my head and I got scared. 
She started in the back of my 
scalp and slowly worked her 
way to the front. That was be- 
cause the needles hurt less in 
the back. I appreciated the 
thoughtfulness, but I still didn’t 
like it.

EXT she fastened two small 
white clamps to my ear lobes. 
“They’re neutral,” she said,

All of a sudden the entire room 
seemed permeated with the light 
Miss Baessler was flashing on the 
screen. She was trying me with 
irregular sequences ranging from 
14% to 30 flickers per second. 
Each frequency is flashed for 40 
consecutive seconds. Then there 
was a rest of 30 seconds before 
the next one danced crazily 
across the screen.

HAT I.saw seemed to change 
drastically with each fre- 
quency. I saw all kinds of 
geometrical objects, and in nearly 
every case the impression was too 
fleeting to catch what I really 
When the flicker 
was slower the patterns seemed to 
be fewer and larger. Sometimes I 
saw a small round ball whirling 
around directly in the center of 
the screen. A couple of times I 
saw colors—light gray anda hazy 
blue. Of course, the flicker, which 
is round, actually produces only 
black and white—light and dark. 


All of this, of course, might 
mean that I am crazy as a bed- 
bug, but Miss Baessler did not 
seem alarmed. She said that some 
of her customers gazed upon the 
flickers and saw people ,walking 
across the street. Treés, birds 
and flowers are commoni Nearly 
everybody sees colors, she told 
me, but maybe that’s what she 
says to all the boys. 


If my brain could do what even 
the brain of known psychoneu- 
rotics can do, its electric currents 
responded to the flickering in a 
certain pattern and that pattern, 
along with my various physical re- 
actions, was recorded by the 
gadgets in Miss Baessler’s cubby- 
hole.

or 20 minutes of testing produce 
a whole book of wavy lines that 
look like an _  electrocardiogram. 
The lines record the pattern of 
the brain reaction, but so far it 
would require the lengthy con- 
centration of a highly skilled psy- 
chiatrist to interpret them. 

Dr. Ulett licked this bottleneck 
by asking,an electronic expert at 
the university, Lloyd M. (Bud) 
Simpson, to construct an auto- 
matic brain wave analyzer cap- 
able of “reading” the pattern of 


the brain waves and transforming . 


it instantaneously into a single 
figure which a technician could 
read off a dial. The brain wave 
analyzer at the university has only 
one known counterpart in the 
world—at the University of Iowa. 
It is now being rebuilt and made 
greatly more effective. The new 
model will be the only one of its 
kind in existence. 

The analyzer does the work of 
an “electric brain” and is con- 
structed of a series of condensers, 
just like the “brain” built by In- 
ternational Business Machines 
and others to perform phantastic 
mathematical feats in a fraction 
of a second. 

The experiments have not pro- 
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gressed sufficiently to indicate 
too definitely any trends, .but it 
seems to the researchers that 
some people are more stubborn 
than others in reacting to a speed- 


‘up of the flickering. Some give 


off brain waves that speed up just 
as the frequency of light is speed- 
ed up. The doctors don’t know 
yet what this means, but they 
speculate that it might indicate 
the degree of flexibility with 
which some people adjust them- 
selves to new conditions. 


This month, with the equipment 
in shape and Air Force backing in 
the bag, testing on a large scale 
will get under way in earnest, both 
with neurotics and with what the 
doctors choose to call with irri- 
tating medical accuracy “so-called 
normals.” Patients will be run 
through the EEG and, separately, 
through the conventional tests and 
interviews so the accuracy of the 
flicker method can be checked, 
case for case. 


The new test runs were sup- 
posed to begin right after Labor 
day, but there has been a slight 
delay while Dr. Ulett recovered 
from an illness. He caught the

HE average declarer is very 
apt to go wrong in the play of 
such a hand as the following:

The club jack was opened. 
Dummy’s ace won, and two léads 
dréw the outstanding ‘trumps, 
Then, feeling that he had little 
to lose by taking the heart fi- 
nesse (since he would always be 
able to discard a diamond on 
the heart ace), declarer led up 
to the heart queen. East won 
and returned a diamond, and 
when South, of necessity, took 
that finesse too, it failed and 
he was down one. 

The proper way to analyze such 
a situation is as follows: 

If the heart king is on side, 
declarer is assured of success by 
playing correctly, without taking 
the heart finesse. . Before we 
prove this statement, however, 
let’s observe that declarer also 
has a chance to make the con- 
tract, without jeopardizing his. 
other play, by finding the heart 
king not too weil guarded in the 
East position. Thus, correct play 
is to cash the heart ace and ruff 
a low heart, then to return to 
dummy and ‘ruff the other low 
heart. Obviously, with the cards 
lying as above, this drives out 
East’s king and establishes the 
heart queen. 

But now let’s assume that West 
has the heart king, and see with 
our own eyes why the finesse is 
not necessary. South, having 
ruffed out dummy’s two low 
hearts and eliminated clubs from 
both hands (and trumps from the 
opponents’ hands), finally leads 
the heart queen from dummy and 
discards a diamond on it. Now 
it is just as though South had 
taken the heart finesse, because 
West is end-played—he ,must 
either give declarer a ruff-and- 
discard, or lead up to the A-Q of 
diamonds.
